A good many luiubs arc held too long 


before being sold to make the profits 
as large as they should be. It should 
be remembered that the lambs should 
be sold when weighing between sixty 
and seventy pounds, for after that 
period they will degenerate in value 
so far as markctuien are coucerned. 
Nearly all the food fed after that pe- 
riod will prove waste. It will be im- 
possible to get it back in mutton, for 
the price of the old lambs will de- 
crease faster than they will gain in 
weight. By selling the lambs at once 
and putting some of the ready money 
immediately into producing ewes the 
flock will be increased in a short time: 
It is by this system of constant breed- 
ing and quick turning over the money 
that the sheepman must expect his 
large profits. The wool after all is 
only of secondary importance, except 
on the great western ranges, where the 
cost of food is purely nominal, and a 
thousand sheep can be kept with only 
a little more difficulty than is required 
for a hundred on cultivated farms.

System In Baisin<>- Lnmlis. 


I provide a yard about thirty feet 


square for, say, fifteen sheep and build 
a warm sheophouse on one side, suys 
Henry Shaw of Nova Scotia. I haul in 
fifteen loadw of muck and spread 'over 
the lot. I feed ewes after they are put 
up in the fall potatoes or other roots, 
with good early cut hny, letting them 
have access to wator every day. I plan 
to have the lambs come about the mid- 
dle of March. On March. 1 commence 
feeding ewes about one pint of oats 
each pt-r day. After a week this may 
be increased to a quart. 


When the lambs arrive, look after 


them carefully and prevent as fur aa 
possible suffering from cold. Continue 
feeding the owes with oats until they 
are turned out to pasture. In this way 
I find that every bushel of oats will be 
worth at least $2 to me. 


I put a special mark on one of each 


pair of twins and sell tlie ono I havb 
marked. After the shocp arc turned tc 
grass put the sows and pigs into the 
lot and allow them to root it over, mix- 
ing the muck with the manure. The 
fertilizer thus obtained will enrich one 
acre of land. The nest year repeat the 
operation and continue as long as you 
keep sheep. 


OtitcrosNlne in England. 


It is to bo considered that too close 


breeding even by the very best of blood 
Is sure to lead to deterioration of the 
Hock. An outcross Is the main reliance 
of tho English breeders, to whom wo 
have to look for re-euforcement of our 
flock, eays American Sheep Breeder. 
This is a departure from tho line 
breeding and the use of some quite un- 
related blood. Some successful breed- 
ers even choose tbe best possible ram 
lo be procured with a similar descent, 
but through another Hock from the 
original blood of the strain. Changing 
rams is a common practice so as to get 
In an outcross, and It tends to strength- 
en tho flock without departing In the 
least from the purity o* the strain. 
Hiring rams is thus a common custom 
and at the eamo time an additional 
recompenses to the breeder, who geta a 
considerable proportion of the valuo of 
tUe ram for ono season's service.

In edu- 
cating a eolt begin to handle it as soon 
as you can get 10 it and continue to do 
to. The cvlt will then b-e unable to <lis- 
criasinate between its owner and its 
dam. 
Tlie ouv? affords it iui!k and the 


other lumps of sugar or other dainties, 
and then either the mother or the own- 
er can handle it at wilL When the colt 
is only a fc-w weeks old, put a halter 
on it and by easy stages learn it to lead 
and turn. Bub it down with a horse 
cloth; then lay the cloth on its back. 
Next use a larger cloth and a still lar- 
ger. Then lay a horse blanket on its 
back. Girt it on. Place a small boy on 
its back. Take the boy off if there is 
any indication of uneasiness. Put the 
boy on again next day, and the next 
day lead the colt about with the boy 
on its back. After this the boy will al- 
ways be ready for a ride. Put on the 
bridle and still lead for awhile. Then 
let the boy ride him free. By the time 
the colt is a year old it will be perfect- 
ly gentle and will wear a saddle and a 
boy with apparent pleasure. Put a lial- 
ter on the colt and hitch him by the 
side of the old buggy horse and drive 
him around a few times. Put some 
light harness on him and drive about 
some more. After a few such lessons 
he may be hitched double and given 
some more lessons. 


To teach him to work to a buggy, put 


the harness on and lead him around 
the buggy. Let him bump agaiust it 
and step over the shafts. Pull the bug- 
gy up until he is between the shafts; 
pull the buggy up a little farther 
and put the shafts in the loops. Lead 
the colt forward, pulling the buggy 
along by the shaft Let the shafts 
drop, pick them'up, and do it all over. 
Next day repeat the operation. Then 
hitch the traces and lead the colt, hav- 
ing a confederate push the buggy along 
so the colt will not have to pull. Let 
the traces tighten gradually, and soon 
the' colt will be pulling the buggy 
along. Lead him awhile, then fall back 
by his side, holding the reins; then a 
little farther back. Drive him along; 
he is all right Drive around, unhitch, 
and next day repeat the lesson, and 
close it by getting into the buggy and 
driving around for a time. Then the 
thing is done. Judgment is required to 
know just how much advancement has 
been made. The colt should never be 
frightened. 
Always stop when the 


least sign of uneasiness appears. In 
discussing questions with a colt never 
use a club. Moral suasion is better. If 
the colt Is so treated as never to do 
anything vicious, he will soon act upon 
the theory that he can do no wrong, 
and then as long as he has rational 
treatment he .will be perfectly safe in- 
trusted with women or children.

A California correspondent asks the 


following question of the Breeder's 
Gazette. Both the query and the re- 
ply are of interest to those using or 
contemplating the use of silos: 


"We have a 300 ton silo in which we 


use corn for silage. It is built en- 
tirely of wood except concrete founda- 
tion and has an earthen floor. In 
building it we used two thicknesses of 
five-eighth inch boards, between which 
we placed building paper. As the silo 
is emptied the lumber shrinks, thus 
admitting the air, and in refilling it 
there ig always a loss of about sis' 
inches of silage all round the silo. We 
are thinking of plastering it inside 
with cement, using wire mesh to hold 
the cement plaster. Do you think the 
cement thus applied would stand and 
not crack and thus keep out the air, 
or would it be preferable to cement it 
on the outside? Our silo has a natural 
earthen floor and in filling it a great 
deal of sap or juice from the corn 
goes into the ground. If it had a ce- 
ment floor, this would to a great ex- 
tent be retained In the silo. What 
would be tho result? Would it cause 
the silage to spoil if this liquid were 
retained? The silo is a grand success 
with the exception of the loss around 
the sides,, and this sve .wish to over- 
come." 


Joseph E. Wing, for the Gazette, 


makes the following answer: "I would 
cement the inside only. It can hardly 
crack, cemented on wire and having 
tho already shrunken wooden backing. 
I see no need of cementing the bottom. 
Use good wire mesh poultry netting 
,wlth about inch meshes, staple well 
ftnd use good cement—two parts of 
eand to one of cement—and all should 
be well. Plastered walls should be 
whitewashed eneh year as n protection 
against acid from the silage." 


Build Alrtlfflit Silo*. 


It wo have silos filled with well 


cnrefl, well matured corn nnd plenty of 
early cut clover bay, very little protein 
need bo bought, says a Vermont cor- 
respondent of American Agriculturist.

of bonrds, and thoro would bo a foot of 
rotten fttlagn around the walla. Can n 
man afford this loss? Tho cheap tllo 
U «x»«uiiy» In tho end.. 


The increase of demand and tbe com- 


parwti»-ely lii^h price of feed havedur- 
iiix th«- jja.vt \i-ar tended toward placing 
ui«>ii !bc market auiujaK or tLe Lu^ 
<-;.iss at a younger aue and al a less 
Weight than ever before. J»i many, !>«"- 
liuj.s tin- taajorily of cases, has liie 
tiu.e Lei\ve» :i I he j>eriod of farrowing 
of ihe. bu\v aud that of the marketing 
of the yonnsr psjjs been reduced. This 
iias shortened the feeding ami growing 
period ami by so doiujj hus proved a 
L>i-;:eiit to our farmers \vbo are in the 
habit c.f raising pi^s for marUei pur- 
poses. It not only furnishes :tu earlier 
and in most cases a better market, but 
admits of a lessening in the co»t of 
production, says Oklahoma Farm Jour- 
nal. 


It is a well known fact among feed- 


ers that the first fifty or hundred 
pounds of flesh is imicb, easier to place 
upon the back of any animal than the 
last fifty or hundred pounds. This we 
have found to be the case of tlie I ced- 
ing of any -and all classes of live stock. 
The reason for this may be clearly 
seen and understood when we consider 
that it is one of nature's laws that the 
young animal converts nearly every 
ounce of food directly into live weight 
Iu the mature animal this is not the 
case. The animal* has secured its 
growth, and nature in that particular 
has practically ceased to so aid the 
feeder in producing the additional 
weight The older animal can through 
use of a good forcing method be made 
to lay on fat quite rapidly, but in any 
case it will require a greater amount 
of both expense and time and will not 
be accomplished so easily. With the 
growing herd of pigs we are able to 
make from 176 to 200 pounds of prime 
purk that may be placed in the market 
at the end of five or six months, this 
with a little more effort than the mere 
placing in good condition for more ex- 
tended feeding. From the above condi- 
tions we as farmers and hog feeders in 
particular cannot help but welcome 
the seemingly changed situation in re- 
gard to our hog markets. We would 
favor the growing and feeding of 
young animals in most cases and the 
marketing of the same when not older 
than six or seven mouths. 


Fat Tailed Sheep la Siberia. 


Vast tracts of natural pasture land 


in Siberia are considered ideal for 
slieep raising, says the Live Stock 
Journal. The fat tailed Tartar sheep is' 
tee best. At present these sheep arQ, 
reared for the fat on their tails. Tlie 
fat grows all through the summer, and 
a yearling -will give twenty pounds of 
tallow. In the winter months the fat 
gradually disappears. It is one of tlie 
provisions of nature. When no more 
food is to be had because of the snow, 
the sneep derive sustenance by absorb- 
ing the tail fat. If housed and fed in 
the winter, the fat remains. This fat 
tailed sheep is not a great wool pro- 
ducer, and an inferior breed is kept for 
that purpose. 


A young animal makes more growth 


from the same quantity of food pro- 
portionately than can be made at any 
later age, says American Sheep Breed- 
er. There is a greater economy of food 
at the early age due to the less de- 
mands for the more acute nervous ac- 
tion, and more of the nutriment is 
stored and diverted in the form of 
growth. Young lambs make flesh and 
little intestinal fat, and thus the econ- 
omy of feeding them is visible in the 
better carcass and the lesser waste. 
Ten-month-old lambs fed from the 
time they would begin to eat meal have 
made as much growth and live weight 
as other lambs not so fed which were 
two months older. That is, the ten- 
month-old lambs made the 
same 


money as twelve-month-old lambs did, 
and the older lambs consumed in all 
more food than the ten-month-old 
lambs did. Lambs fed before weaning 
and up to four months old made more 
profit when fed grain food from their 
first ability to eat it, which has been 
found to be at two or three seeks old, 
than other lambs not fed. 


Saving Grain. 


Horses at moderate farm work can 


be kept in good condition on partly 
cured clover and one-third the usual 
grain ration. We have been trying this 
scheme again this year on account of 
the high price of feed, and I am sure 
the horses are satisfied with the ar- 
rangement, says Alva Agee in National 
Stockman. They like the green clover 
better than the cared, and a single cut- 
ting keeps for several days in piles in 
the barn. The- earliest cut strip of 
clover has given its second crop this 
Bummer, and there Is almost no slobber- 
Ing from its use. The horses could do 
more work on dry feed doubtless, but 
they do all we want them to do, and 
they enjoy the feed, while the expense 
of feed this summer seems practically 
nothing, ns we do not like to sell clover 
nnd peas off the farm, and they arc 
improving the soil for a succeeding 
crop.

The Future of Beef Cattle. 


A distinct impression pervades live 


stock circles to the effect that prices of 
beef cattle are to remain high for an 
indefinite period, says American Agri- 
culturist The beef supply as a whole 
is considered relatively short. The sec- 
retary of the National Live Stock as- 
sociation, after careful study of west- 
ern range conditions, expresses the be-. 
lief that there cannot be available for 
feed lots this fall a sxifficieut number 
of matured cattle to make heavy steers 
necessary to supply the normal de- 
mand for another year at least, A 
bountiful corn crop will greatly favor 
farmers and feeders and ao doubt to 
some extent affect beef prices, yet a 
"crop" of fat cattle cannot be matured 
and marketed as quickly as a crop of 
•oats. 


Right here comes in a highly inter- 


esting development in the tendency 
among eastern farmers to go into beef 
raising. Ohio, New York, Kentucky, 
the Virginias and New England can 
never compete with the west in the 
way of cheap corn and hay crops, but 
these sections have been within the 
past few years learning the lesson of 
making the most of rough forage, 
roots, etc., and last spring put an un- 
usually large area under field corn. 
They also enjoy the advantage of near- 
ness to consuming markets in densely 
populated areas. The popular drift of 
discussions at eastern farmers' clubs 
and grange meetings is growing beef 
cattle for market. 


The Cattle Market. 


The expected, the inevitable, has 


happened in the cattle market, says 
National Stockman. Common and me- 
dium grades are selling on a lower 
level, and probably the end is not yet 
Of late the market has been going in 
two directions, higher for strictly good 
fat cattle and lower for the half fat 
grassy grades. A difference of $4.50 
per hundred exists between the ex- 
tremes of the market, and it may grow 
still wider. Strictly fancy fat steers 
would sell today for $9 per hundred in 
Chicago, while common grassers are 
selling little above $4 per hundred. 
When there is such a wide range of 
values, it is hard to keep posted as to 
the real worth of cattle. It is very 
easy to overestimate or undervalue 
them, and especially the grades that 
arc neither very good nor very com- 
mon. 
A little actual observation and 


comparison will be a cheap Investment 
for the man who has much stock to 
market It is difficult to arrive at the 
truth otherwise now. BO far as cattle 
ore concerned.

One of the most interesting Installa- 


tions of electric mining machinery op- 
erated by a direct current system, says 
The Western Electrician, is that of the 
Thiederhall company hi Thiede, near 
Brunsvrick, 
Germany. 
The 
electric 


power generating plant is equipped 
with a high speed steam engine, driv- 
ing a direct current generator. The 
current 
is condncted 
through 
the 


switchboard to a regulating storage 
battery located in an adjoining room 
and thence to the various electrically 
operated machines in the mines. 


The cables supplying the current to 


the electric hoisting apparatus, venti- 
lator?, pumps and other mining ma- 
chines pass down the main shaft and 
branch to the various working sections 
of the mine. The iviudlass is driven 
by two directly connected 500 volt mo- 
tors of 130 horsepower each. 
These 


motors are shunt wound machines and 
are designed to operate and elevate the 
various loads at different speeds, from 
113 millimeters a second to 7.1 meters, 
or about 20 feet.

of the shaft. A lever is then automat- 
ically tripped which controls the mo- 
tors, operating them as generators aud 
forming an electric brake. This lever 
may also be operated by the engineer 
In case of an emergency.

mental in this conspicuous ease of evo- 
lution. Certain it is that radical de- 
parture has been made from thr.t 
"breed" of swine designated at the 
Wisconsin Agricultural college and ei- 
periment station, -where three of ito 
genuine scions are kept for instruc- 
tional and illustrative purposes, as "&&- 
zorback." This name was retained by 
Professor W. L. Carlyle. head of the 
department of animal husbandry in 
that institution, inasmuch as it is ob- 
viously more expressive than the ap- 
pellation '"scrub," which may indicate 
u lack of breeding without conveying 
any idea as to the physical deformity 
of the tribe. A "razorbacked" hog nec- 
essarily possesses numeious other cor- 
related characteristics. Admirers of 
the latter day hog will scatcely recog- 
nize the long haired, large boned, un- 
civilized looking beast shown in the ac- 
companying photograph as belonging 
to the same species. But this pure bred 
"fiazorback" boar, which, with two 
sows, was captured in the Indian Ter- 
ritory in the fall of 1000 by a coterie 
of native hunters and secured from a 
woven wire fence manufacturing con- 
cern by Professor Carlyle, is a speci- 
men of the nondescript swme familiar 
to our forefathers and from which 
liave descended the more comely pork- 
ers.—Breeder's Gazette. 


m In Hogs. 


The hog is subjected to rheumatic 


disease as well as humanity, accord- 
ing to Rural New Yorker. It is pre- 
ceded by several days of languor and 
indisposition to move, followed by the 
heat of the body and sometimes pain. 
Swelling of the joints sometimes oc- 
curs, with a change of locution of swell- 
ings, being of a wandering character. 
The bowels should be moved by ghmg 
t\vo 
or three drains of pulverized 


castor bean, to which may be added 
teu grains of opium, providing there 
is any pain. As hogs arc difficult to 
drench, mix this with a little molasses 
and with, a stick smear this on the 
roots of the tongue. After a few hours 
give the following : Colchicum, one 
scruple; bicarbonate of soda, one talile- 
spoouful, and molasses enough to make 
a mass; smear oil the roots of the 
tongue night and morning, aud give 
soft food, to which one teaspoonful of 
soda may be added. 


Demand For Breeders. 


Prices for breeding hogs are on a 


more substantial basis than they were 
a few years ago when booming was 
resorted to by some breeders. A good 
hog today sells on its merits, aud it 
sells at a fair price at that. 
During 


the recent period of high prices buy- 
ers have become very particular as to 
quality, and coarse, ill bred hogs have 
suffered severe discrimination. 
When 


a man pays $7 per hundredweight or 
better for live hogs, he wants them 
about right, and to be that way they 
must bo bred right. The result has 
been an active demand for .breeding 
stock to improve grade herds, the own' 
ers of which are realizing more than 
ever the value of improvement. 


Charconl For Hogs. 


Every hoghouse should contain a box 


full of charcoal. This may be secured 
by digging a pit in the ground, starting 
the fire at the bottom and as it pro- 
gresses throwing in cobs aud wood un- 
til It la full. When the fire is well 
started, cover the whole with u pieco 
of sheet iron. The mass will be thor- 
oughly charred In a day or two and 
can be taken out and used. Some feed- 
ers make a solution of twelve pounds 
of salt and two pounds of copperas In 
a pail of water and sprinkle over tho 
charcoal until it Is pretty well satu- 
rated. Hogs will remain healthy and 
in good condition if they are given 
good feed and plenty of charcoal.— 
American Agriculturist.

Panturo For IIofCB. 


The value of a good pasture for hogs 


cannot be overestimated. It furnishes 
health giving, succulent forage, to se- 
cure which the hog takes early morn- 
ing constitutionals and Is made healthy 
thereby. Ho eats much of the grass 
and less of corn, and thereby la ex- 
pense saved his owner, and he lays on 
fat faster than If on a full grain ra- 
tion. Disease does not bother tho 
pasture fed hog. A healthy hog, well 
fed, means profit In Its owner's pocket. 
A good pasture Insures this.—George In 
Farm Journal.

How to Tell the A(?e of Fisla. 


The scales of fish as an index of age 


was the subject of an exhibit by the 
Marine Biological association at a re- 
cent conversazione of the Royal boci- 
ety. The scales of many fish bhow a 
series of parallel eccentric lines, which 
indicate successive periods of growth. 
They have been found to be more wide- 
ly separated in that part of the scale 
found during warm weather, and the 
resulting alternation of the two series 
gives rise to the appearance of annual 
rings whien indicate the age of the 
fish in years. The results of J. Stuart 
Thompson's 
investigations indicate 


that it is possible to determine the age 
of individual fishes of many species 
with considerable precision.

The cattleineu seem to ' 
have the belter of the contest just now.' 
This quarrel but proves the shortage of i 
public grazing land. The last census j 
report (1900) says in Texas alone over i 
100,000 uew farms were settled upon in ! 
the last decade and probably corre- [ 
spondingly as large numbers in other t 
states and territories. Seven million j 
head of sheep meantime have been t 
driven back into the rauges to make 1 
room for the land settlers, and this is ' 
what causes the sheep and cattle "on- 
pleasantness." It is very easy to see 
that in time not very far away all beef 
and mutton in this country must be 
grown on farms. Stock growing on the 
ranges is fast passing away. 
Stock 


growing enriches land, while so much 
grain growing as now impoverishes it. 
Grow more stock, and more grain can 
be grown with it. And while meat ani- 
mals have largely decreased in numbers 
human mouths to consume them have 
increased with the increasing popula- 
tion. The drought of last season in the 
swine belt reduced the hog crop and the 
output of pork very seriously. It will 
require a long time yet to get back on to 
the old basis. The beef trust first 
drove out beef raising on the farm by 
putting their prices on 
slaughtered 


tneats so low that there was no profit 
in growing beef on the farm. When 
this was done and the trust had got 
hold of all the range cattle, they forced 
retail prices up sky high where they 
are at present. But the "signs of the 
times" indicate most surely that the 
trust will not control the meat supply 
more than about two or three years, it' 
that long. By that time farmers can, if 
they will, get well stocked up with 
meat animals. Live stock and tillage 
of the soil were designed by "the Crea- 
tor to go hand in hand. Neither flour- 
ishes alone, never did and never will 
long at a time. The soil of England is 
so very fertile because of the combina- 
tion of these two forces, live stock and 
thorough tillage.
